. ApproTBl of tho plan of tho Chica- 
go Motor Club for the atato to widen 
864 mlleB of radical highways and 
build 63 grade aoparatlona In Iha Chi- 
cago area during 1932 and 1933, was 
given In the form of a resolution 
adopted by Antloch business men 
Tuesday, following a noon-day lunch- 
eon at tho Episcopal parish hall. 

Characterizing pavemonU of tho 
20-fL width OS "hardened arterlbB" 
of tho transportation system In tho 
metropolitan area, A. C. Bryans, as- 
sistant director of safety for the Chi- 
cago Motor Club, and principal 
speaker at tho mooting, explained 
the plan In detail and stresaod the 
need for widened highways, particu- 
larly the northwest routes Including 
21. Milwaukee avenue, which has 
been paved to tho 4(>-ft. width to tho 
Cook county lino. Wider highways 
moan safer, speedier transportation, 
and Increased prosperity for the 
tnunlcIpalUIea through which they 
pass, according to Mr. Bryana. who 
submitted data In proof of his sUte- 

monts. 
No Interference With County Plan 
nobort C. Abt, who presided as 
chairman, cxprOBsed hlmsolf as being 
liearUly in favor of tho resolution as 
passed, and Supervisor William A. 
Boalng explained the county highway 
building program of secondary roada. 
The county road building from the 
bond Issue to be retired from the 
county's share of the motor fuel tax, 
wlU In no wise Interfere with tho 
widening program of the main ar- 
teries, it was pointed out by Motor 
Club offlclals. 

Plan Includes 11 Highways 
Tho plan provides for the widening 
-of eleven main highways from Chi-, 
cogo north and northwest to tho 
Wisconsin state line; west and 
southwest to Sterling. Peoria and 
Springfield, and south to Champaign, 
TJrbnna and Danville, and In other 
congealed areas In Various parts of 
the state. President Charles M. 
Hayes of the motor club, who devis- 
ed the plan, has declared that the 
Btato can accomplish it without any 
increase In taxation, and that it will 
not interofero with the bond Issue 
lilghway oonstnictlou program. 

At the present time the plans of 

the state contemplate widening the 

radical highways only between Chi- 

cago and Illinois routo 22, which Is a

A wellrknown Antloch man, .Leslie 
Paasch', 27, and his cVrnpanlon, John 
D. Sexton,' of Tomah. Wis., lost 
their lives Saturday afternoon when 
they decided to knock off work for a 
short time and go swimming In tlio 
artificial lake on the Chris Paachon 
farm. No. 4, two miles west of Keno- 
sha, where they were employed. Joe 
Drisaen, a fellow workman nearly 
lost his life In an attempt to save his 
companions. With the - aid of grap- 
pling hooks, procured from tho Antl- 
och Fire department, the bodies were 
recovered a short time after the 
drownings occurred. 

Paasch, Sexton and Drlason sought 
relief ^om the terrific heat Satur- 
day afternoon by bathing In the lit- 
tle lake on the Paachen farm. Join- 
ing hands they started to -wade out 
from shore. Suddenly Paasch and 
Sexton stepped Into a deep hole and 
sank, reloading their handclasp ap 
they sank. Drisaen. who had just 
missed stepping Into the deeper wa- 
ter, worked frantically to aid his 
companions. They were out ot reach, 
however, and he hurried ashore and 
summoned assistance. 

Rescuers tied a rope about Drls-, 
sen's waist and he waded out again, 
striving to locate the bodies of his 
friends. Although a fair swimmer, 
the exertion proved to^-inuch for Drls- 
sen and he lost consciousness and 
had to be dragged ashore. Others 
In the party then took up the rescue 
work and finally dragged Uio bodies 
of the victims ashore. In the mean- 
time a pulmotor had been rushed 
from- Konoshli but efforts to revive 
tho two men were in vain. The 
bodies wero removed to tho Hansen 
Undertaking establishment at Keno- 
sha. . . , 
The body of Sexton was shipped 
to his former home In Oklahoma. 
Th» funeral of Paosch was held 
Tuesday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock at 
the Hansen Funeral chapel. Five 
brothers and a brother-in-law will 
servo as pallbearers. Paasch is sur- 
vived by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
August Paasch, five brothers and 
four sisters. He was oxtrojnely well 
known in Antloch and vicinity. Both 
wore unmarried. ;*' ,.. , 

Coroner A.' b;, Schmidt's office In 
Kenosha stated that In all probabil- 
ity there would be no Inquest since 
U was plolnly a case ot accidental 
drowning. 

Tho water 'In which the drownings 
occurred la unusually deep slnco It Is 
an artificial lagoon being bulU on the 
farm of Mr. Paschon. Although the 
young men • had been working on 
tho farm for aomo time, thdy were 
unaware of the depth ot the lake, It 
^aa stated.

Springfield. 111., July 17 — Bids 
totaling $4,100,225 for road work pro- 
posed by the state highway depart- 
ment were received here today by 
Chief Highway Engineer FYank T. 
Sheets and Director H. H. Cieaveland 
of tho state department of public 
works and buildings. Included among 
tho projects are considerable road 
widening, bridge widening and grade 
separation work for the metropoli- 
tan area. 

Director Cieaveland used the let- 
ting as an occasion to Inform the 
contractors who bid on state road 
work that the state expects all suc- 
cessful bidders to employ Illinois' 
common labor. 

He explained that he was prompt- 
ed to announce this new policy ho- 
cause complaints have reached the 
department that certain contractors, 
now engaged in state road work, are 
using out-of-state common labor. 

••Illinois' money Is paying for those 
roads," Director Cieaveland said, 
"and the state Is ot the. firm convic- 
tion that the state's money should 
not be used to hire out-of-stato labor. 
"We insist on success contractors 
employing Illinois residents for their 
common labor tasks." 

A preliminary examination of the 
bids received Indicates the average 
cost per mile of concrete paving in 
this letting win be $38,760, Including 
the coat of cement. In the letting, 
there were 2.35 miles ot 40-foot pave- 
ment; 32.63 miles.

(7) As soon as this artiticlal rei- 
niratlon has been started and while It 
18 being foutUmed. an assistant should 
loosen any tight clothing about tha 
patient's neck, ciiest or waist. Keep 
the patient warm. Do not give any 
liquids whatever by mouth until mo 
piitient is fully conscious. 

(8) To avoid strain on tho heart 
when the patient revives, he should 
be kept lying down and not allowed 
to stand or sit up. If the doctor has 
not arrived hy the time the patient 
has revived, he should he given some 
«tlmulnnt, such as one tenspoonful of 
nromatic spirits of nnnnonla in a small 
class of water, or a Iiot drink of coffe* 
or ten. etc. Tlie potlent should be 
kept warm. 

(0) Resuscitation should be carried 
on at the nearest possUde point to 
where the patient received ids in- 
juries. He should not be moved from 
this point until he is breathing nor- 
mally of his own volition nnd then 
moved only In a lying position. Should 
It be nccesgnry, due to extreme weath- 
er condlilons. etc.. to move the patient 
before he Is breatlilnp normally^ re- 
suscitation should he carried on dur- 
ing the time that he la being moved. 

(10) A brief return, of nnlunil. res- 
piration is not a certnin Indication 
resuscitation should cense. Not Infre- 
nuently the patient, after a temporary 
recovery of respiration, stops breath- 
ing again. Tlie patient must be 
watched, and It natural breathing 
mr.ps. artinclal respiration should bo 
resumed nt once. 

(11) In carrying out resuscitation tt 
may be necessary to change the oper- 
ator. This change must be made with- 
out losing the rhythm of respiration.

Chicago.— A thorough "going over 
of the itome heating plant In prepara- 
tion for the ncit lieiitliig season and 
Ihc HWe of a smnkclcPS fuel, are urged 
by Frank A. Chnniticrs, chief city 
smoke Inspector, in Ida Instructions 
Issued to houBehnldei-s for the cure of 
their Iiome heating plants diirlng the 
wnrm months. 

Smoke, Mr. Chnmhers iinlniod out, 
Is a nerinus henlth hazard. He suWI 
neglect of heating plants helps to pro- 
duce more smoke. His Instrnrllons 
for the care of licating plants In the 
summer aro: 

"See that the ash pit. grates, tubes 
and all gas pussiiges are clean. Clean 
thoroughly the smoke pipe connecting 
the heating plant and chimney. Clean 
out the chimney. This will improve 
tlie draft as well as prevent smoke 
from ItncklMg out of the healing plant 
Into the basement, which usually 
causes the living rooms above to fill 
with smoke. 

Points Out Fire Haiard. 
•*Thc smoke pipe or breeching 
should he examined thoroughly for 
leaks, nnd if rusted badly or leaking 
should be repaired or a now one In- 
stalled. Defective dues often cause 
nres whore the plaster above falls off. 
exposing woodwork to the flame com- 
ing through cracks In the pipe or 
masonry. 

"Examine tlie grates and see If any 
sectlgns are burned out. Burned out 
Krates cause holes in the fire, resuU- 
Ing In a loss of heat and a fuel waste. 
«iee that* grates shake pn.pcrly and 
return to a level position. Adjus*

Larger ccalo group or brancb bank 
ing will Inevitably bring a now era of 
banking organliatlon and operations 
to the United Statoa and bankers will 
have to develop "now conceptions, now 
administrative methods and now eco 
nomlc views." Rudolf S HochU Clm r- 
man ot the Economic Po icy ComTn s- 
Blon of the American Bankers Associa- 
tion, recently told tbo members of the 
American Institute of Banking. 

The institute Is the educational sec- 
tion of tho association and he cmpha- 
fliwd the point that tho new era in 
banking demanded "that we must atep- 
Tp our education so "lat banking ahall 
bo fortlHed for new Toaponslbllltios, 
What the Future Calla For 
"We must broaden our ^cial concep- 
tion of banking," Mr. Hecht aald. "Not 
only for tho technical operations ot the 
new banking must we fit ouraolvea, but 
both as individuals and an organ zed 
profession we must charge ourselves 
with serious consideration of tho so- 
cial problems tbat aro involved. Ai- 
• ready wo hear murmurlngs and feara 
and doubU aa to whether tbo changes 
that aro coming about In banking in 
tho extension of group and branch nys- 
tems do not constltuto the looming ot 
a new financial menace, a monopollntic 
threat not only to tho individual unit 
banker, but to the financial liberty of 
Boclcty in general. I am stating these 
things merely as facta that niust be 
taken into consideration In our studies. 
"Public opinion cannot bo Ignorea 
iy any business, least of all by bank- 
ing, which la admittedly aeml-public 
in character and is, therefore, aubjcct 
to special aupervlfllon by the consti- 
tuted authorities. It banking develops 
tendencies that give rise to pubUc 
fears, wo must ao conduct ourselves 
aa to Toaasuro all doubts. 

"For this la true.— tbat business suc- 
cccda only by serving aocloty-tbat no 
business can permanently prosper 
which does not hoth reridor service to 
tho public and at tho same time con- 
Tlnce tho public that it la Tendering 
that service. Banking, therefore, must 
take cognizance of what the public la 
flaying of this new era in Ita develop- 

™"It must bo part of tho technique 
of modern banking ndmlnlstration. 
whatever form our enlarged Instltu- 
tlons take, to avoid tho creation of 
^monopolies, or even the appearance ot 
such a centralization of financial 
power aa to bo able to exercise an un- 
due Influence over public or, private 
finance or other lines ot business. The 
public's right to the safeguards of fair 
compeUtlon must be observed. 
^Muat Preserve -Individual Initiative 

"It must also be an item ot man- 
agement that Individual Initiative and 
opportunity ahan bo maintained. It 
America has outstripped other nations 
In tho distribution ot tbe benefits of 
Ita progress, it Is duo to tho fact that 
there are no barriers of social caato 
or bualncsa tradition ♦gainst advance- 
ment for character, ability, and inltli^ 
tlve. American bualneaa has learned 
that It servea Itself boat \y cncouraP: 
Ing by every practical meana individ- 
ual ambition and Initiative, and hurts 
Itself most by reiJreaBlng or neglecting 
them. Competition tor emclency, both 
within an organization and between 
organizations, vf.nx prevent any inatl- 
tution from long enduring tn yhich 
malntonanco ot opportunity and recog* 
nltion of Initiative are not controlling 
principles ot management. As heads 
of the greateat of our financial and In-^ 
duatrial Institutions stand men who 
started from tho hum.bleat of. begin- 
nings. Through all tho grades of ex- 
ecutive authority and reward stand 
men In poaltlona in keeping, generally 
apeaklng. with their Individual merits. 
I, personally, aeo no reason for fearing 
that the enlarged banking organlia- 
tlona which the future may hold would 
necessarily supply future bank em- 
ployees with any loss opportunity tor 
achievement than uult banking. 

"Again, a major consideration of ad- 
mlnlatratlon In any multiple form of 
banking organization must bo lU pub- 
lic relations in every community It 
touches. Its foremost conalderatlon 
must ho actually and visibly to serve 
tho economic upbuilding ot that com- 
munity. No ayatem wlll.be long tol- 
erated whose local membera work, or 
are suspected as -working, to draw 
economic strength from one place to 
enlarge the flnanlcal power ot another, 
Tho local unit bank has always been 
part and parcel ot tho communities 
where it lives— and no ayatem can last 
which does not moko it a major prin- 
ciple of operating technique to aervo, 
and not exploit, tho communltlos into 
whose bualnesa Uvea it enters.

The story of how the Dutch, in thi 
days of the prince of Oranpe. opened 
tile dikes and Hooded the country to 
drive oIT th« Spanish Invjulcrs Is well 
Known. The story of Imw tlio Allies 
did the same in this last wiir to hold 
back the Geriuans fur a lew precious 
weoks l3 also well linown. Now the 
French ministry of war plans to njnl;a 
Inundation a regular part of their de- 
fenisc at tiic nortli. 

Before, wiien the dlUcs have beon 
opened, It was only as a last resort, 
because land Hooded by salt water Is 
rendered sterile for years, so that 
only tile proatcst necessity would 
force tlio French to open ihe gales 
to the seas.

IlnthurRt however, 
was Informed In no mild terms that 
he had Incurred the displeasure of the

BUUCJKS, aualnt old city- of Bel- 
glum, where medievalism ling- 
ers, has Just opened Its annual 
carillon concert season— con- 
certs that, their adndrors are fond of 
declaring, bring "music from the heav- 
ens." A carillon Is a group of bolls 
attuned to the Intervals of tho mus- 
ical scale and usually covering four 
octaves, hung In a high bell tower. 
Day In nnd day out the music Is pro- 
duced by clock-work ringers; but In 
Bruges during tho summer carillon 
season, world famous carlllonnoura 
play by band nnd foot, as does a great 
organist. 

Bruges, like many unfamiliar for- 
eign place names, may have an ex- 
otic sound to the American ear. But 
It has about as common an origin 
and Is about as logically descriptive 
as "Three Rivers" or "Smith's Cross- 
roads.-* Because the town from tho 
beginning had numerous canals and 
structures carrying streets across them 
It was named (In Flemish) "Bridges." 
It Is a sort of reversed Venice. Where- 
as the latter Is an area of sea with 
Islands scattered In It, Bruges Is a 
land area cut Into Islands by numer- 
ous canals. In both cities many bouses 
rise sheer from the water and boats 
nro used for irafilc, 

Uko Venice again, Bruges was once 
the commercial nnd banking center 
of the world. This was In the Four- 
teenth century. Tho center of conv 
merclal activity had moved from Italy 
to Flanders, and Bruges was then 
Flanders' greatest market. World trade 
came up the lUver Zwyn which then 
gave U a harbor; merchants from the 
four quarters of the world maintained 
headquarters In the city; and its 
bourse regulated the exchange rate. 
for nil Kurope. Ohent wus a strong 
rival, but until tho Zwyn finally sil- 
ted up In 1100 Bruges held Us own. 
At the height of Its power Bruges 
had a population of 200,000. nnd was 
ono of the wealthiest and busiest 
cities in Kurope. Now the Inhabitants 
number about 5,000. 

Trade Ruined by Silt. 
During Us busiest era, Bruges boast- 
ed headquarters of merchants from 
seventeen countries. Fabrics were 
shipped from Italy and the East, furs 
from Russia and Bulgaria, nwtals 
from Poland and Hungary. Wool, 
cheese and coal from the British Isles, 
fruits from Granada and Egypt, nnd 
Arabian spices nnd Rhenish wlno were 
marketed there. 

By the end of the fifteenth century 
the rivers and canals silted up, trade 
routes changed, nnd the merchants 
forsook Bruges for Antwerp, leaving 
a city of Old World charm for trav- 
clera to enjoy. 

Canals which were once crowded 
with shipping now are clogged with 
Bllt, mosH and lily pnds. nnd In some 
parts wblto swans fearlessly 8wlni 
about. Bordering quays aro bare nnd 
flUent. Many of the gabled dwellings 
nnd warehouses facing tho quays, long 
the meeting places of boisterous sea 
rovers, aro unoccupied. 

In tbo doorways of medieval bouses 
old women sit for hours In their pic- 
turesque costumes, mnklng lace. They 
look ns though they had stepped out 
of a canvas of Jan Van Eyck or Hans 
Momllc, famous Bruges artists. Some 
of tho brick facades of tho medieval 
homes are hung with large Iron rings, 
which. In the days wben Bruges was 
famed for Its fetes, wero used to hang 
ropes of fiowcra from wall to wall. 

In tho streets, huge thick-legged 
Flemish draft horses draw to market 
clumsy two-wheeled carts filled with 
green vegetables from nearby farms. 
And now nnd then ono sees a dog- 
drawn mllU cart, painted green, rum- 
bling over tho clean cobbles. 

Grand Place, tho city square. Is 
tho busiest placo In Bruges on Sat- 
urdays when tho market ISToady for 
buslaeas shortly after dawn. City nnd 
rural costumes run tho gamut of 
color nnd style, with broad flowing 
Bklrts dud small lace caps dominat- 
ing Although vegetables abound on 
tho well ordered stands, thcro aro 
also copper and brnsa vessels, old 
clothes, used furniture and soiled

The Germans \\\Wx a sickening thmK L 
developed a strong U-boat nest at 
Bruges from which their underwater 
commerce destroyers wont out to sink 
mnnv nn allied ship and to which they 
rotgi-ned for repairs nnd outllttlng. 
When the war was over a tremend- 
ously strong shelter with a concrete 
roof six feet thick, built over tho wa- 
ter, was left standing near the llru{?e3 
end of tho sea canal, n monument to 
German U-boat activities. 

Tho Krltlsh. however, successfully 
hindered the U-boat activities from 
the Bruges nest by their famous sor- 
tie against the Zcebrugge mole when 
im old ship filled witli concrete was 
sunk across the entrance to tho canal. 
Medieval Architecture, 
Altogether, Bruges is ono of the 
quaintest of the old Flemish cities 
and Is said to preserve In Us nrehl- 
tecturc a more medieval aspect than 
any of Its sister municipalities. Promi- 
nent architectural features aro tbo 
church of Notre Dame and the Cathe- 
dral of St. Sauveur. both excellent ex- 
amples of early pointed Gothic, and 
the Market Uall with its dominant 
belfry. 

In St. Baslle's chapel is kept tbo 
Sacred Vial, brought by crusading 
knights from Jerusalem, reputed to 
have been the vessel holding the wa- 
ter with which Joseph of Arlmatbea 
bathed tho bloodstained body of 
Christ, This reliquary Is carried onco 
each year In the procession ot tho 
Most Precious Blood. 

Tho tnpestry manufnctureis of 
Bruges were world famous, and this 
city has long been noted for itii wool' 

en cloths. 

The bolls of Bruges that are ring- 
ing out tho summer concerts nro tyjv 
leal of those of the other carillons 
of Belgium and Holland. To attain 
the range of four octaves, the hell 
producing Ihe lowest note must wclKh 
several tons, while the smallest weighs 
Bcarcelv 20 pounds. The bells aro con 
nectedto a ke.vboard ot> to a clock- 
work mechanism, which causes thel/ 
clappers to strike. Producing music 
from tho bolls requires great skill 
nnd dexterity on tho part of the bell- 
master, for ho must use his feet for 
the larger bolls, nnd tho muscles of 
both his wrist and elbow are brought 
Into play in producing the tremo- 
lando effect usually given. A line caril- 
lon Is not the result of a chance mould- 
ing of metal, but its making Is as 
much an achievement wrought by a 
wlso combination of excellent material 
and deep thouKbt as a Stradlvarlus. 
Lovers of carillon music compare tho 
tones to those of a plnaforto In del- 
icacy and to nn organ In majesty. 
So closely has tho love of bell music 
grown Into Uic national llfo of the 
people of tho low countries of Eu- 
rope that It has lured lo their shores 
poets and writers from other lands. 
Longfellow and Bobort Louis Steven- 
son paid tributes to thoir hllvery tones, 
nnd to Victor ■ Hugo'* imaglnatlvo 
mind, tho spirit of tho Carillon of 
Cechlln became personified na a danc- 
er scattering magic notes on a slotp- 
ing world as sho tripped from tho 
heavens do\tn a crystal stalrcnso. To 
people who live w- 1 thin tho shadows 
of theso towers, the bells posBosa a 
personal BS well ofl au historic tfgial-
